mined and residences were washed out. 

No casualties were reported. Fearing 
the dam might not hold, the city’s 
3,000 inhabitants had moved to high 
ground. 

Water covered 15 acres of the town. 
In some places it was 15 feet deep. Av- 
erage depth, however, was three feet.
